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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In line 4 of claim 44, "externally radiating hot", should be changed to -externally 
radiating heat-. Claim 1 1 , beginning in line 13 appears to be misdescriptive. The claim 
appears to be claiming that 1 lateral pipe is connected to both ends of the condensation 
pipes. This is not shown in the drawings or discussed. Applicants' invention appears to 
have two lateral pipes, one on each end of the condensation pipes. Claims 12 and 13 
depend from claim 1 1 , so they are unclear by this association. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 

forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 3,4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Pereira et a! (2005/0210885) in viewof Snelling (3,226,941) and Sone (7,013,954). 
Pereira et a! discloses applicant's basic inventive concept, a Stirling cycle cooler with a 
heat dissipating cycle with an evaporator to remove heat from the Stirling cooler and a 
condenser to cool and condense the refrigerant so that it returns to the evaporator 
through a return line, substantially as claimed with the exception of using serpentine 
coils for the heat pipe condenser and slanting the condenser gradually. Snelling shows 
plate fine heat exchangers with serpentine coils to be old in the heat pipe art. Sone 
shows in lines 2-4 of column 5 that having the condenser slanted gradually improves 
the flow of condensed refrigerant in the system. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at eh time of applicant's invention from the teaching of Snelling 
and Sone to modify the Stirling cooler with a heat pipe heat transfer system of Pereira et 
al by using a serpentine coil to enable more passes of the refrigerant in a small volume 
and to gradually slant the condenser headers to enable the device to more efficiently 
remove condensed refrigerant and overcame slight set-up variances (of the device not 
being perfectly level). 

In regard to the exact angle of the gradual slant of the condenser, this is seen as well 
within the scope of the ordinary practitioner to perform tests to maximize the teaching 
the cited references. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Zhang et al, Berchowitz et al and Tipton show Stirling coolers 
with heat pipe systems to transfer heat from the hot side heat exchanger. Hull shows a 
heat pipe system with an inclining heat exchanger.
